“Provided further that the nomination made by the subscriber in 
respect of any other Provident Fund to which he was subscribinb 
before joining the Fund shall, if the amount to his credit in such other 
Fund has been transferred to his credit in the Fund, be deemed to be 
a nomination duly made under this rule until he makes a nomination 
in accordance with this rule,’’ 

2. In sub-rule (1) of rule 13 after the proviso the following further proviso 

shall be inserted, namely: — 

“Provided further that a subscriber who wus previously subscribing to any 
other Provident Fund of the Central Government and whose sub- 
scriptions, together with interest thereon, have been transferred to 
his credit in this Fund under rule 32, shall also be allowed interest 
at 4 per cent, if he had been receiving that rate of interest under the- 
rules of such other Fund under a provision similar to that of the first 
proviso to this rule.” 

3. In rule 28, the following ‘Explanation’ shall be inserted at thei end, 

namely:— 

“Explanation— A subscriber, other than one who is appointed on contract 
or one who has retired from service and is subsequently re-employed, 
with or without a break in service, shall not be deemed to quit the 
service, when he is trahsferred without any break in service to 
a new post under a Stale Government or in another department of 
the Central Government (in which ho is governed by another set 
of Provident Fund Rules) and without retaining any connection 
with his former post. In such a case, his subscriptions together 
with interest thereon shall be transferred. —

Government, or < 

(b) to a new account under the State Government concerned, if the 

new post is under a State Government and thei State Government 
consents, by general or special order, to such transfer of subscrip- 
tions and interest.”

1. Definition, — In these bye-laws, the expression ‘tree’ shall mean a plant having 
a single trunk, weedy branched (and of any size), young or old excepting shrubs 
or vegetations. 

2. No green standing tree shall be felled except when it interferes with the 
electric mains, telephone lmea or other similar works or is inconvenient or 
dangerious to a building or to passers-by or the. tree is diseased or hollow. 

3. No person shall fell any tree or remove branches or leaves therefrom 
within the limits of the Cantonment without the previous sanction in writing 
of the authority who is managing the land on which the tree is standing. 

4. Any contravention of the provisions of those by-laws shall be punishable 
With fine which may extend to one hundred rupees.
